REPORT OF THE. 


Superintending School GConnmitter. 


Fre.tow Citizens :—I beg leave to submit this my third and last annual Re- 
port relative to your schools, and with the pertenacity of Cato in his opposition 
to Carthage, I must still say your schools are good of the kind, but of a very 
inferior kind. The district system has outlived its usefulness—and if you 
would have the benefit of the experience of those, most interested in the sue- 
cess of schools—you must adopt the graded system, and cherish your schools 
as the most important institution under your care. The institutions of Our 
land are peculiar, We assume the theory, that our people are wise enough 
and honest enough to govern themselves. Freedom and learnizg must, be as- 
sociated. The stars will not shine through dense clouds of ignorance, The 
school is the proper passage-way to the ballot box. Let me beg of you to 
make your schools what they ought and may be, that so the great object 
sought in the establishment of our common scools may be best attained The 
change would cost something ; but it would be a dividend-paying investment. 

As to the FIRST DISTRICT, there was not everything to commend in the 
course of the prudential committee, and the school suffered in consequence— 
but the teachers were faithful and as successful as could be expected. 

The school in the SECOND DISTRICT was disturbed and broken up the 
first term by the small pox; but did well the second term. Ihave received no 
report of this school. 

The THIRD DISTRICT is small and has but one term, which was exceeding- 
ly well taught by Mrs. Thyng. 

The FOURTH DISTRICT was the scene of Gisturbances and distractions 
sufficient to destroy the usefulness of any school. Much might be said: but 
may be it were wisest to leave it unsaid. The teacher was faithful and effi- 
cientand, as far as she was permitted to be—successful. 

In the FIFTH DISTRICT there was a good and well taught school, but the 
schoel house is not sufficiently large nor in good condition ; the school is not 
and never will be what it might with better accommodations. 

The schools in the SIXTH, SEVENTH and EIGHTH DISTRICTS were the 
best taught and governed in town this year, the improvement inthe Sixth 
District was most marked and satisfactory, and Miss Chase, in this her first 
year, has taken a high position among successful teachers. The Seventh has 
always been the model and leading school in town and under the charge of 
Miss Scribner, was even better than ever, her systems in discipline and teach- 
ing areadmirable. It is enough to say of the school in the Kighth District 
that it was during the year under the care of Miss Lyford, who, always sueces- 
ful, has this year added new honors to those she has garnered up ina long 
course of usefulness in teaching,

ters. There is surely no one among us so warm with partizau zeal, or so en- 
grossed with plans of personal preferment, as to be unwilling to attend to 
the present necessities of his children, or to consult for their future well-being 
and success. Even the few who may have failed to comply with that oldest 
and most honored command, given through Noah to a thinly peopled world, 
are vet endued, it is hoped, with a patriotism so liberal and expansive as to 
enter with earnestness into any discussions which may relate to our system 
of common schools, intimately connected as this system is, not only with the 
highest interest of your town, but with the true greatness of the state and the 
permanency of the government.” 


And now in surrendering the trust which for the past three years you have 
annually committed to me, permit me to hope that you have not found my 
labors wholly valueless,
